
MINUTES OF THE MEETING OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 
TRUSTEES OF THE CORCORAN GALLERY OF ART 

August 13, 1979 


Members of the Executive Committee present at the meeting were 
Madame Salant and Messrs. FitzGerald, Folger, Gerstin, President 
of the Friends, Hull, Kreeger, Chairman, Saul. 

Members of the Staff present at the meeting were Dr. Marzio, Director, 

Ms. Livingston, Assoc. Director, Dean Thomas, Ms. Goffe, Director, 

Finance and Planning, Mrs. Muccio, Director, Development, Adm. Snead 
Director, Building and Grounds and Mrs. Tilley, Executive Secretary. 

The meeting was called to order by Mr. Kreeger at 12:40. 

1. Approval of the Minutes of July 16, 1979 

The minutes of the Executive Committee Meeting of July 16 were approved 
with the amendment on page 2 of the Women's Committee Report that it 
was the "1979" Ball that declared an $80,000 net. 

2 . Financial Report: Gallery and School 

Mr. Kreeger noted that if all Trustees would submit the cash from 
their pledges the Gallery would end the year with a surplus. Dr. Marzio 
noted that a number of donars have been asked to specify that their 
donation go to the Gallery so as to be eligible for matching with the 
NEA Grant. Normally these donars have specified that their money go to 
the School. Thus the School budget would not show a deficit position. 

The Financial Statement as of July 31, 1979 shows a Museum surplus 
of $112,575 and a School deficit of $86,663. 

3. Committee Reports 

Development Mr. FitzGerald reported that revenues received to date 
amount to $1,004,000 with an additional $92,000 anticipated before the 
end of the fiscal year. Grants and Gifts show an increase of 74% over 
last year and Membership shows an increase of 14%. 

Mr. Kreeger expressed his appreciation to the staff in their development 
efforts in reaching this One Million Mark and noted a feeling of confidence 
that this can be sustained. Mr. FitzGerald remarked that it takes a 
team effort to accomplish these goals. 
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Mr. Kreeger asked the Committee to give some thought to establishing 
a Corporate Gifts Committee. He noted the success that the National 
Symphony had in a recent campaign in which corporations were asked to 
match other corporations in their donations. 

Investment and Finance Mr. Folger reported that at a meeting with 
Mr. Jewett and Dr. Marzio, the approved budget for FY79-80 was reviewed 
in depth to provide a prudent fail-back position should the NEA Grant 
not be approved. The cut-back would be across the board including 
salaries, printing of the brochure for the Challenge Grant, etc. 

Mr. Folger also noted that the Portfolio rate is 7% and the short 
term is at 10%. 

Special Events Dr. Marzio announced that the Washington Art Group 
needs names of business oriented people to join this luncheon group. 
Trustees were invited to submit the names of perspective members. 

Art School Dean Thomas noted that the end of the Second Summer Session 
is now approaching. 

In an effort to increase the number of students in the Open Courses 
for the Fall Session, an emphasis is being placed on the teachers and 
times of the courses in the advertising for potential students. A self 
mailer is being sent to 5,000 readers from the "American Photography" 
list and readers of "Washington Review of the Arts" will be offered the 
opportunity to waive registration fees. 

Mr. Kreeger suggested that the School obtain a regional list from 
the American Association of Retired Persons and perhaps offer discounts 
for senior citizens. 
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Works of Art Ms. Livingston reported that two very productive 
meetings were held this summer centering on future exhibitions and 
the 80/81 Works of Art budget. As a result there is a feeling of 
being on top of the situation as far as the Exhibition Schedule is 
concerned. Ms. Livingston categorized the many ways in which the 
upcoming exhibition schedule relates to the Corcoran's position in 
the community. 

The January, 1980 show of regional art by the Curator of Local Art 
will reflect the Corcoran's commitment to local art. The Guy Pene du Bois 
emphasizes the international outlook of the Corcoran. A unique factor 
of this show is that it orginates here and will travel thereafter 
earning an income for the Corcoran. Also on the International front 
but dealing with the Corcoran's commitment to the avant-garde is a 
selection of art from the Austrian government. Covering a period of 
Vienna reactionism 1955-70, the show will open here and travel. 

The Corcoran is also identified with its great American collection 
and on September 14 will feature the Weisman Collection of California 
Art in the upper five galleries. The Corcoran's commitment to photography 
continues to bring in a special audience. 

Ms. Livingston noted that a selection of prints and sculpture 
from the Armand Hammer Collection of Daumier will open September 20. 

Mr. Kreeger announced that Trustee Carl Freeman has offered to 
finance the purchase of necessary slide projecting equipment which 
would enable the Works of Art Committee to be better informed during 
their meetings. Occasionally slides could be also be shown during 
Board meetings to achieve a greater sense of involvment on the part 


of Trustees. 
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Friends Mr. Gerstin noted that while there has been success 
in the growing number of Friends, there comes with this the need to 
"service" these Friends. He would like the Friends to become closely 
associated with events at the Corcoran including new members being 
introduced to the Permanent Collection and offering the Friends a 
program of education. 

Mr. Gerstin was asked to submit ideas to the Executive Committee 
of ways to more closely bind the Friends to the Corcoran. 

Mr. FitzGerald suggested that the Friends receive some token, i.e. 
a pin. 

Dean Thomas noted how helpful the Friends were in the arrangements 
for the Open House held last Spring. 

Mr. Saul suggested that the $100 membership fee be increased to 
keep up with the rate of inflation. Mr. Gerstin did not feel this was 
the year to raise the dues, but rather it is necessary to improve 
the services. 

Women's Committee Dr. Marzio announced he will soon present a 
list of items requiring top priority to Mrs, Dudley. 

Building and Grounds Mr. Hull announced an upcoming September meeting 
by this Committee to review the proposal to refurbish the auditorium. 
Approximately $22,000 will be needed to cover the design fee and air 
conditioning specifications before the Committee is able to accept 
bids for the renovation. 

Dr. Marzio noted that a contract is expected this month from Lansdowne 
Catering, Ltd. regarding their proposal to open a restaurant in the 
Corcoran. 

Dr. Marzio also noted that the Building fund was put on the 
back burner this past year because so much was needed for day to day 
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operating expenses. As a result it will take additional funds to 
make the much needed repairs. If the Challenge Grant is received, 
there will be three priorities: 1) the General Endowment 2) monies 
for the School and 3) the Building Fund. 

Mr. Kreeger asked for an updated priority list from the Building 
and Grounds Committee noting that perhaps there are resources within 
the Board to tap to help with engineering and initial planning. 

Public Relations Dr. Marzio reported that designs for a new 
letterhead are now being submitted. He felt the purpose of the 
Corcoran could be clarified in a new logo. 

Education/Shop Mrs. Salant reported that a sculpture show for 
the blind was discussed in their last meeting. 

4. Other Business 

Ms. Goffe noted that as a result of the recent IRS audit, the Corcoran 
has received a non-profit status and a general clean bill of health. 

In meeting the needs of the handicapped, the District has now 
provided the curb cuts on the New York and 17th Street sidewalk. 

Meeting dates for the next fiscal yeare were set at October 8; 

November 12 and December 10. A meeting of the full Board will be 
held November 26 and September 24. 

There being no other busines, the meeting was adjourned at 1:55 p.m.

MINUTES OF THE MEETING OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 
TRUSTEES OF THE CORCORAN GALLERY.OF ART 
July 16, 1979 


Members of the Executive Committee present at the meeting were: 

Mesdames Alper, Salant, Vanderpool, Warner and Yerkes, and Messrs. 
FitzGerald, Folger, Jewett, Kinney, Rea and Wilkinson. Mrs. Dudley 
attended the meeting as representative of the Women's Committee and 
Mr. Gerstin as representative of the Friends. Members of the staff 
present included: Dr. Marzio, Director; Ms. Livingston, Associate 
Director; Mr. Thomas, Dean of the School; Dr. Nygren, Curator, Ms. Goffe, 
Director of Finance and Planning; Mrs. Muccio, Director of Development 
and Membership; Admiral Snead, Building Projects Director; and Ms. Tilley, 
Executive Secretary. 

The meeting was called to order at 12:20 p.m. by Mr. Jewett, First 
Vice-President. 

Dr. Nygren introduced Conservator Robert Wiles, who explained the progress 
he was making on the restoration of the Jacob Frymire painting which had 
been donated by Robert and Linda Simmons. Mr. Nygren explained that the 
restoration was being paid for with funds from the Dorothy Philips account. 
Dr. Nygren emphasized that this was a significant memorial to Dorothy 
Philips, the former Curator of Collections of the Corcoran. 

1. The Minutes of the meeting of June 18, 1979 were approved. Mr. Jewett 
asked Ms. Lorna Tilley to act as Assistant Secretary for the meeting. 

2. Financial Matters 


The Financial Report was given by Ms. Goffe, who explained that with 
the assistance of Coopers and Lybrand she had brought the books up to date 
through June 30, 1979; although posting to restricted accounts remains to 
be done. Ms. Goffe reported that Coopers and Lybrand is beginning work 
on the FY79 Audit. Based upon end-of-year estimates prepared by the School 
and Museum departments, the Corcoran as a whole is marginally in the black 
for FY79. Using these estimates, the Museum projects a surplus of around 
$110,000 and the School a deficit of about $84,000. All members of the 
Executive Committee were invited to the Finance Committee's next meeting 
on July 30th when they will review budgets. 

Prognosis Fiscal Year 1 79-80 


Mr. Folger, Treasurer and Chairman of the Finance Committee, noted 
that, like most art schools, the Corcoran School is facing a growing deficit. 
During FY79-80, the School will have to raise $160,000 which will take a 
great effort. He emphasized that the Art School Committee may have to 
revise the School budget at mid-year if the fund raising effort does not 
meet this goal. 

» 

Mrs. Yerkes noted the significant role the Corcoran School plays in 
the community; it is educating creative people, and this means a great 
deal to the art community of D.C. She added that the talents of the 
Development office must be utilized in greater fund raising so it will 
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not be necessary to drastically raise tuition.' At the same time, the 
School must meet the salary requirements of the teaching staff. 

Dean Thomas noted that it takes time to build up a constituency 
and that the full-time program has just begun to grow; having increased 
from 16 to 220 full time students. It will take several years to build 
a strong alumni following. 

Mr. Folger reminded the Committee that one or two staff people can 
not raise money; rather, it must be a group effort with trustees leading 
the way. The Development office was asked to compile a list of potential 
donors for the Trustees to utilize. 

3. Committee Reports 

(a) Development & Membership Mr. FitzGerald reported that, as a 
result of giving by Trustees, the goal of $150,000 in gifts and pledges 
has been exceeded. It is estimated to be $164,000 by August 31; as of 
June 30th $83,308 is in hand. There is a need to expand in the area of 
corporate giving, but on the whole the total for the year's effort is 
estimated to be just over one million dollars, having exceeded the goal 
of $774,000 fo rthe year. Mr. FitzGerald praised the Development Office 
and Sheila Muccio for their tremendous results and noted that none of this 
would be possible without their hard work. Mr. FitzGerald noted that he 
will be writing to all Trustees who are not current members of the Corcoran, 
asking them to join. 

(b) Special Events Mrs* Alper reported that the Washington Art Group 
will hold a series of four to five luncheons during the coming year and 
that the Committee is looking for business leaders to join. All Trustees 
are invited, but the purpose is to acquaint tbe business world with the 
Corcoran. 

(c) Works of Art Mrs. Vanderpool announced that the entire 79-80 
Exhibition Schedule was approved, A quiet year is anticipated and it 
allows for works from the collection to be shown which are not always on 
exhibit. Ms. Livingston noted that she is now working on the 80-81 budget. 
The exhibition American Masterpieces on the Market will not be held this 
year but the idea will be retained for future use. As a result of the 
research for this exhibition, a list has been formulated of American works 
that could fill the gaps in the American collection, 

(d) , Women 1 s Committee Mrs. Dudley reported that the Ball Committee 
for 1980 had had its first meeting with the Chairperson Louisa Biddle. 

They have set a goal of $80,000 net. She announced that the Docent 
Chairman will be invited to become an ex-officio member of the Women's 
Committee. Mrs. Dudley also noted that plans are well underway for the 
Zandra Rhodes fashion show to benefit the Corcoran on September 12th.. 

Mr. FitzGerald extended a special word of appreciation to the Women's 
Committee for all their hard work. 

(e) Building and Grounds Adm. Snead noted that the Kresge Foundation 
had turned down the $400,000 request for air conditioning. He is now 
working on plans for renovation of the Auditorium and announced that 
$25,000 will be needed for planning. 










(f) Public Relations Mr. Wilkinson reported that this Committee is 
investigating the image of the Corcoran. Mr. Rea noted that the Committee 
is concerned with getting the message out through the media and developing 
a thrust of what the Corcoran is. Along these lines, new stationery is 
being designed. Mrs. Vanderpool brought up the aspect of free advertising 
in national magazines and it was suggested that Carolyn Campbell look into 
the rates and other details. 

(g) Friends of the Corcoran Mr. Gerstin reminded the Committee that 
1979-80 will be "The Year of the Friends". A special exhibition commemora¬ 
ting the Friends 20th anniversary is being planned. 

4. Report of the Associate Director 

(a) Ms. Livingston reported that the recent exhibition Avigdor Arikha 
met with good publicity including an article in "Newsweek". 

(b) The Frederic Church Exhibition which will open Friday, July 20, 1979 
is a travelling exhibition in conjunction with SITES. In addition. 

Dr. Nygren has assembled a group of paintings by Church's contemporaries 
from the Corcoran holdings which are not always on view. Photographs by 
Langdon Clay will also open on the same evening. 

5. Report of the Dean Dean Thomas noted that the second Summer Session 
begins on July 23 and that he anticipates a reduced number of students. 

He is projecting 220 full-time students for the Fall Session (an increase 
of 15 over Fall 1978). 

6. Report of the Director 

(a) Corporate authority to sign a deed was granted to Mr. Jewett in 
conjunction with a gift of Fairfax County real estate valued at $2,000 
from Mr. and Mrs. Duane Beckhorn. 

(b) Dr. Marzio reported that he has been involved in all aspects of 
the meetings regarding the budget process and that he is deeply impressed 
With the professionalism shown by all staff members. Dr. Marzio has 
distributed a draft of a new organization chart,.on which he seeks Trustee 
opinions. As mirrored in the chart. Dr. Marzio envisions the possibility 

of three budgets for FY80-81 — (1) School, (2)' Museum, (3) Central < 

Administration. 

There being no other business, the meeting was adjourned at 1:40 p.m.

MINUTES OF THE MEETING OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 
TRUSTESS OF THE CORCORAN GALLERY OF ART 
August 13, 1979 


Members of the Executive Committee present at the meeting were 
Madame Salant and Messrs. FitzGerald, Folger, Gerstin, President 
of the Friends, Hull, Kreeger, Chairman, Saul. 

Members of the Staff present at the meeting were Dr. Marzio, Director, 
Ms. Livingston, Assoc. Director, Dean Thomas, Ms. Goffe, Director, 
Finance and Planning, Mrs. Muccio, Director, Development, Adm. Snead 
Director, Building and Grounds and Mrs. Tilley, Executive Secretary. 

The meeting was called to order by Mr. Kreeger at 12:40. 

1 - Approval of the Minutes of July 16, 1979 

The minutes of the Executive Committee Meeting of July 16 were approved 
with the amendment on page 2 of the Women's Committee Report that it 
was the "1979'' Ball that declared an $80,000 net. 

2. Financial Report: Gallery and School

Mr. Kreeger noted that if all Trustees would -&aeh- from 

) A 

their pledges^the Gallery would end the year with a surplus. Dr. Marzio 
noted that a number of donors have been asked to specify that their _ 
donation go to the Gallery, so as to be elegible for matching on a 3 to 1 
ratio with the hoped for NEA Challenge Grant. 

The Financial Statement as of July 31, 1979 shows a Museum surplus 
of $112,575 and a School deficit of $86,663. 

3. Committee Reports 

Development Mr. FitzGerald reported that revenues received to date 
amount to $1,004,000 with an additional $92,000 anticipated before the 
end of the fiscal year (August 31). Grants and Gifts show an increase of 
60% over last year and Membership shows an increase of 14%. 

Mr. Kreeger expressed his appreciation to the staff in their developmenl 
efforts in reaching this one million mark and noted a feeling of confidence 
that this can be sustained. Mr. FitzGerald remarked that it tak^e a team 


effort to accomplish these goals. 
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Mr. Kreeger asked the Committee to give some thought to establishing 
a Corporate Gifts Committee. He noted the success that the National 
Symphony had in a recent campaign in which corporations were asked to 
match other corporations in their donations. 

Investment and Finance Mr. Folger reported that at a meeting with 
Mr. Jewett and Dr. Marzio, the approved budget for FY79-80 was reviewed 
in depth to provide a prudent fail-back position should the NEA Grant 
not be approved. The cut-back would be across the board including 
salaries, printing of the brochure for the Challenge Grant, etc. 

Mr. Folger also noted that the portfolio rate is 7% and the short 
term is at 10%. 

Special Events Dr. Marzio announced that the Washington Art Group 
needs names of business oriented people to join this luncheon group. 

p fOiO'A 

Trustees were invited to submit the names of perspective members. 

Art School Dean Thomas noted that the end of the Second Summer Session 
is now approaching. 

In an effort to increase the number of students in the Open Courses 
for the Fall Session, an emphasis is being placed on the teachers and 
times of the courses in the advertising for potential students. A self 
mailer is being sent to 5,000 readers from the "American Photography" 
list and readers of "Washington Review of the Arts" will be offered the 
opportunity to waive registration fees. 

Mr. Kreeger suggested that the School obtain a regional list from 
the American Association of Retired Persons and perhaps offer discounts 


for senior citizens. 
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Works of Art Ms. Livingston reported that two very productive 
meetings were held this summer centering on future exhibitions and 
the 80/81 Works of Art budget. Long range planning, Ms. Livingston 
emphasized, is essential for a successful exhibition schedule. Ms. 
Livingston categorized the many ways in which the upcoming exhibition 
schedule relates to the Corcoran's position in the community. 

* x- 

The January 1980 show of regional art by the Curator of Local Art 
will reflect the Corcoran's commitment to local art. The Guy Pene du Bois 
emphasizes the international outlook of the Corcoran. A unique factor 
of this show is that it orginates here and will travel thereafter 
earning an income for the Corcoran. Also on the International front, 
but dealing with the Corcoran's commitment to the avant-garde is a 
selection of art from the AustrianQ^vernment. Covering a period of 
Vienna reactionism 1955-70, the show will open here and travel. 

The Corcoran is also identified with its great American collection 
and on September 14 will feature the Weisman Collection of California 

the upper five galleries. The Corcoran's commitment to photography 
continues to bring in a special audience. 

Ms. Livingston noted that a selection of prints and sculpture 
from the Armand Hammer Daumier Collection , will open September 20. 

Mr. Kreeger announced that Trustee Carl Freeman has offered to 
finance the purchase of necessary slide projecting equipment which 
would enable the Works of Art Committee to be better informed during 
their meetings. Occasionally,slides could be also be shown during 

Board meetings to achieve a greater sense of involvment on the part 
of Trustees. 
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friends Mr. Gerstin noted that while there has heen success 
in the growing number of Friends, there comes with this the need to 
"service" these Friends. He would like the Friends to become closely 
associated with events at the Corcoran including new members being 
introduced to the Permanent Collection and offering the Friends a 
program of education. 

Mr. Gerstin was asked to submit ideas to the Executive Committee 

of ways to more closely bind the Friends to the Corcoran. 

Mr. FitzGerald suggested that the Friends receive some token, i.e. 
a pin. 

Dean Thomas noted how helpful the Friends were in the arrangements 
for the Open House held last Spring. 

Mr. Saul suggested that the $100 membership fee be increased to 

keep up with the rate of inflation. Mr. Gerstin did not feel this was 

the year to raise the dues, but rather it is necessary to improve 
the services. ^ 

Women's Committee Dr. Marzio announced that he will soon presen, a 
list of projects to Mrs. Dudley to be considered by the Women’s Committe 
for funding in FY 79-80. 

Building and Grounds Mr. Hull announced an upcoming September meeting 
by this Committee to review the proposal to refurbish the auditorium.
